The red tag informing the public and past 
or future tenants of Trevor House, at the in- 
tersection of Trevor |ld. and North Ave., that 
life safety violations had been found on the 
property by the Lake^Cbunty Planning and 
Zoning Dept, has been removed from the 
outside of the building, 

A representative of the zoning department 
said that the file was still active and that 
departmen t was not a ware of any correction 
of those violations. 

According to that department, the usual 
procedure is for an inspection team to return 
to examine red tagged property to see if the 
violations have been corrected before the tag 
is removed. The planning department said 
that that procedure had not taken place as of 
press time. 

Former tenants, those who first com- 
plained to the county and later to the News, 
have all been either evicted or are under 
eviction proceedings. 

These tenants told the newspaper that none 
of the electrical and plumbing violations had 
been corrected. 

According to Michael Erde, Chicago at- 
torney representing the Antioch Commercial 
Co., owners of Trevor House, permits had 
been taken out to have the work done a week 
before the tag disappeared. 

Erde claimed that he did hot know who 
removed the tag, adding that it was probably 
the former tenants whom he has accused of 
all kinds of vandalism to the property , in- 
cluding some that caused the red tagging. 

The apartments are now being shown and 
the former tenants are worried that anyone 
from out of. the area that isn't aware of the 
tagging might rent one of the: apartments.

"Only the lessors would benefit from its 
removal," said former tenant Dulcie Kalk. 

Back in July, all the tenants of Trevor 
House and some from Cardiff House, North 
Ave., and 310 Hwy. 83, also owned by Antioch 
Commercial, signed a letter sent to Erde 
asking for the removal of the manager of 
those rental units, Heide Korstanje. 

The letter accused her of ignoring their 
repeated complaints of the safety violations 
at Trevor House, of causing trouble between 
the tenants of all three buildings, and of 
threatening them if they continued com- 
plaining. 

Korstanje asked us to delete her name 
from previous articles because of a threat to 
her personal safety . 

Rich Henderson, Sharon Ludford, Mr. and 
Mrs. James Warner; and Dulcie Kalk, for- 
mer tenants, claim that the life threat was a 
ficticious one and that Korstanje wanted her 
name kept out of the paper because she was 
holding down three jobs and collecting public 
aid. 

Korstanje claims she collects public aid, 
has already been investigated by them 
because of the tenants. 

She added that the only job she has is with 
Antioch Commercial which offsets her rent. 

The News files have Korstanje listed as 
Heidi Hillesheim, the office manager of B 
and H Welding, Antioch, with bills for that 



company to be sent to her home. This she 
denies. 

Erde admits she is employed as a manager 
for Antioch Commercial'. 

Ludford and Henderson, former tenants of 
Cardiff-House also _claim_that_Korstanje_ 
sometimes works in a bar during the 
evening. ., 

Erde also claims that rent checks from 
some of his rental properties have

gone 

mysteriously disappeared within the last 
couple of weeks. 

Although the evicted tenants claim to have 
gone on a rent strike last summer to force 
JJrde to repair the property and hopefully get 
rid of Korstanje, a Lake County judge has 
upheld Erde's eviction request on the 
grounds that back rent was due.

Dist . 34 nixes tax achs

After seating the newly elected member of 
the Antioch Grade School Dist. 34, Board, 
and electing Garnet. Cook, president, Gail 
Heath vice-preesident, Jimmy Quedenfeld, 
secretary and Supt. Don Skidmore, 
secretary designate, the board proceeded to 
handle four main, points of business, on 
Tuesday, Nov. 15. • 

Skidmore told the board that' the school 
district would not at the present time amend 
the approved budget and exercise the latest 
law allowing it to add a two-cent per $100 of 
assessed valuation tax to the budget, even 
though the special education unit could use 
the additional funds. 

Skidmore told the board that the new 
tutoring program was being implemented in 
all the district's schools. This tutoring is 
meant for children whose reading 
disabilities do not require special education 
classes, but call for extra help. 

A total of four experienced teachers have 

been hired. Two of these teachers have 

master's degrees in learning disabilities and 

-reading. 



Antioch Grade School and W. C. Petty. will 
be using one tutor each and Oakland is using 
two. 

The Illinois State Board of Education, in an 
attempt to raise the state's education level, 
Wasconsideringtwo accessavenues tothis^ 

end.. 

The-first^theJengthening of,lhe_school 
year, was tossed out because people are too 
used to a nine month school year. 

The other consideration is being looked at 



seriously, that of lengthening the school day. 
The state board of education's premise is 
that the academic core, language arts, 
foreign languages, math, science and social 
studies, be taught for five hours daily. Time 
; for the rest of the classes will have to be ad- 
ded on to that base. 

Skidmore claims that the main thing about 
that idea that troubles him is the lack of 
grade differentiation. 

"They don't separate the first grade from 
the 12th grade. I don't think that a first 
grader has the same stamina,, attention 
span or energy to attend school for as many 
hours as older children do," he said. 

He added that that long of a school day 
would sometimes be more hours than the 
average adult work day. 

Another important matter considered at 
the meeting was the complaint of parents 
concerning problems some of the sixth, 
seventh and eighth graders are having with 
their science classes. 

- At present, science is being taught mainly 
-asaiab class with no definite : texts used for- 

test studying. 

The students only have the notes they are 
supposed to be taking from which to study. 

The question that has arisen is whether or 
_not the students are presently being graded 
on science or note taking abilities. 

According to Skidmore, 'the administration 
is now investigating types of texts that might, 
be fittingly issued and purchased- as test 
study guides. V V fT"^

proved a 1983 levy of $2,638,410. That amount 
is $124,410 over last year's levy /showing ap- 
proximately a five percent levy increase. 

All but $20,000 of that increase is the cost of 
the .removal of asbestos from the school 
premises, as mandated by law. 

But the slight levy raise will not be reflec- 
ted in a tax raise since the final bond and in- 
terest payments will be made Dec. 1.
